IMMIGRATION,

The committee to whom was referred the
subject contained in the communication of
the President laid before the Executive Com-
mittee or Tuesday nighl in relation to the
bill now before the Legislature ou the sub-
Jeet of actual settlers in Vivginia, presented
the tollowing report :

Whereas the experience of every day
teaches us the neeessity of considering the
vital question of the restoration of the for-
tunes of Yirginia by mams of inviting
inmigration, and thereby securing (he
sale and lease ol our unoccupied lands ; and
whereas this committee is profoundly im-
pressed with the absolute and pressing ne-
cessity of adopting some practieal plan to
seente these desired ends; and whereas the
bLill now Dbefore the General Assembly ap-
pears to embody all the essential features of
such a plan, and is in aecordance with the
views and wishes of the Virginia State Ag-
ricuitural Soeciety as set forth in its memorial
of danuary 10, 1872, to the Legislature on
the subject of immigration ; therefore
Reseleed, That a select commilttee of three
be appeinted from this body, whose duty it
shall be to make kuown to the House of
Delegates, through its Speaker, the Society’s
approval of the bill in question, and respect-
fully desire that the same may become a law,
The report was adopted without a dissent-
ing vote, aud the Chair appoeinted Messrs,
John Dodson, 8 I, Moore, and S, 8. Brad-
ford as the committee referred to in the re-
ort.

: PROGRESSIVE AGRICULTURE.

The committee to whom was referred the
communication of Mr. Edmund R. Cocke, of
Cumberland, reported that they had care-
fully considered all the suggestions therein
contained, and recognizing the necessity of
some action on the part of the State Agri-
cultural Society to enlarge its membership,
increase its usefulness, and meet the require-
ments of & progressive system of agriculture,
recommend that the president call a general
meeiing of its members to be held in this
city ou the 26th day of Muy, and that all the
friends of the Society, and, indeed, all who
are interested in the cause of agriculture,
especially English and other seltlers, be cor-
dially invited to deliberate with the Society.

1. Recommend that as soon as the tinan-
cial condition of the Society will justify the
undertaking an experimental farm should be
established in connection with the Fuir
Grounds; that a competent chemist should
Le employed, a cabinet of minerals collected,
with such other auxiliaries to enligbtened
farming, mining, &c, as shall be deemed up-
propriuate.

2. That a Farmers’ Excbange and Read-

jug-Room on the plan suggested would be
of eminent utility to the farming commu-
nity as well as to the society, That it is
worthy of consideration whether it can be
maintained in connection with the office of
the secretary of the society—that is, in the
sume building and under his supervision,
e of course to receive additional compen-
sation for bis iucreased duties,
8. That the committee disapprove the re-
commendation of a salary to the president,
und that the members of the Executive Com-
wittee should receive payment for their tra-
velling expenses. They consider that the
siweahionored custom of the Society in this
respect should be seriously observed.

1u conclusion, the committee express the
hiope that much will be done in the direction
indicated by the menorialist, and that the
decadence of the Society by diminution of
its membership, which is undeniably going
on at present, may be arrested by vigorous
effort; that the downward current which is
now lamented will soon be reverted and sue-
ceeded by the flood tide of prosperity.

THE TOBACCO INTEREST,

Major R. W.¢N. Nolund presented the
following resolution, which was agreed to:

Whereas the Congress of the United States
up to the 30th of June, 1873, has drawn into
the Federal Treasury 234,600 (140,000 from
the tobacco-tax), and until recently levied
a most onerous tax of 32 cents per pound
on the plug tobacco, the especinl product of
the southern &nd western States ; and where-
s they reduced the same Lo a uniform tax of
20 cents per pound by the act of June
6th, 1872, in the line of which enlightened
legislation a result was reached which in-
creased the demund for planters’ leaf by more
than 19,000,000 pounds, and at the same time
the revenues of the Government; and whereas
a further reduction by the next Congress to
12¢. per pound uniform tax would, in the
opinion of this committee, stimulate.the con-
sumption annually to an amount not far short
of 150,000,000 pounds, thereby increasing
the demand for planters’ leaf,und conse-
quently the prices we would recelve for the
sume; therefore.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT.

Mr. Fairman, of the Illinois Central rail-
road, president of the Association, next read
bis annual report, giving a full history of
the operations of the Association during the
past year.

The number of assessments haye been un-
usually large, but there buas been a fuir in-
crease in the aggregate membership. Du-
ring Lthe four and a Lalf years of the Associa-
tion the sum of $89,000 has been raised and
paid out, besides assessments and in process
of collection, which will amount to $15,000.
This bas been done with a total expenditure
of $8,500, which includes the original outlay
incident to a new organization.

The number of members enrolled has
been increased from 2,584 to 2,981, the deaths,
[orfeitures, &c., from 673 to 904, and the ac-
tual membership from 1,906 to 2,077. Out
of four and tive bundred roads now in ex-
istence in this country not over ome Quarter
are connected with the association and many
of these to u very limited extent. The pre-
sident urges that this state of things
should be changed., The president
touches at length wupon the subject of
¢total disability,” which, he suys, bas
been the cause of much trouble and anx-
iety during the past year, The subject of
expunging the section on this subject from
the constitution and by-lhiws he also dis-
cusses. The subject of increasing the limit
of insurance from £3,000 to $5,000, which
was proposed "at the last convention and
postponed until this meeting, the president
also discusses. The president says. he is
satisfied that one-half of the members would
be unlble to meet (he assessment on a lavger
limit than $3,000. :
